The counseling program has been in effect at North for the last five years. To become a counselor, a teacher must have com 
pleted a number of college guidance courses approved by the Iowa State Department of Education. Counselors have only three 
classes a day, the others are spent in counseling students.

The counselor will 
then be able to help him choose the courses he would be best suited for, the vocation or college he might prepare for and other 
valuable information. Also in these conferences the counselee's problems pertaining to grades, personal problems, scholarships and 
many others aie discussed.
